North Carolina 
voters okayed an additkmal one 
per cent sales tax for local pur- 
poses. 


Kentucky voters rejected a 
coBstitutionsl amendment pro- 
viding for annual, insteed of 
biennial, legislative sesskns. In 
New York State, a conservstion 
"bm of righto" appeered head- 
ed tar approval. 


Republicans have captured showpiece state elec- 
tions with a Virginia upset and a New Jersey landslide, 
while New York Mayor John V. Lindsay fashioned a per- 
sonal triumph and became his party's ranking free- 
lance politician. 


President Nixon, who intervened as a campaigner, 
shared in the twin -GOP 
victories Tuesday which made 
a Republican governor of Virginia for the first time in 
nearly a century, and won the New Jersey state house 
after 16 years of Democratic rule. 


Lindsay, a Republican but not a Republican nom- 
inee, won his three-way race with a margin greater 
than that he built four years ago to win his first term.
